If tbe facts of bis case be as 
stated by bim, the instanoe nffordB 
ample ground for the above objection. 
Wo are as anxioa-4 as our co- 
temporary that tho expenditure of the 
Colony Bhonld be kept within such limita 
as a duo regard to iho public service will 
allow; but we consider it false economy 
to underpay officials — particularly thoso 
ill whose hands important trusts are rei 
posed. Let ns have good men in ofBire, 
pay tliom well, amaliramato oHices so as 
to give tliem ploiiiy to do, and by careful 
supervision see th it they do their work. 
In conclusion, a word or two as to com- 
penaatinpf retiring oEBeers. We put the 
mat er in the ulternative: Either give 
tbeta other o£Bces, such ns we suggested, 
or compensate thetn by lands and money. 
We do not advocato compeusation unless 
tho change cannot be made witbont it. 
If CO.: peusation mast be made, then; we 
repeat, let it by tbe gift of lands or money, 
or by giving them suoh positions as we 
suggested. To offer them Deputy Regis- 
trarships in rural districts, as our cotem- 
porary proposes, would savor of insult to 
men who have occupied the exalted and 
responsible poBitioos of Judges.

They 
don't always go wrong They don't 
always KO right, They're like the ma- 
jority ufthe ConnciK neither better nor 
worse. When they're wrong, give them 
liia and when yon give them fits, cure 
tiiem vviih a stror.g dose of common 
Hence. In the present instance they were 
right in advocating paid members. You 
were wrong in opposing it. Don't vou 
know it? You don't seem io know it. But 
who cares whether you know it or not? 
The people care uf course. They don't 
keep newspiipers to raiiiloiid.
